ULTIMATUM REPORT 
From RevuTer’s CORRESPONDEXT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


Japan yesterday delivered to Indo- 
China an ultimatum expiring within 
24 hours, it is reported here from a 
good source. The ultimatum, according 
to this report, demanded the complete 
occupation of Indo-China by Japanese 
troops. 

It is understood that the French 
autliorities here were informed by the 
Government of the Japanese ultima- 
tum, but there is at present no indica- 
tion of what steps France will take. 
If Japan acted at the expiration of 
the ultimatum hostilities would break 
out to-day. 

The news of the ultimatum created 
a stir in Washington, where the re- 
ported demand for. the complete occu- 
pation of the country came as a sur- 
be Some aggressive move by Japan 
as been expected. 


U.S, AND BRITAIN 


“An unconfirmed report says that the 
United States and Britain have al- 
ready tentatively agreed on economic 


measures against Japan should she 
make an aggressive move. Some 
well-informed circles here specify 
three moves which are likely to 
he made by the United States 
if Japan invades Indo-China. 
They are:—The stoppage of gold pur- 
chases by the United States; the 
freezing of Japanese assets in the 


United States, and a complete embargo 
on essential exports to Japan. Japanese 
action is expected to be chiefly naval, 
after which troops would be landed at 
Saigon and in the areas around 
Camranh. 

NEW MOVES 

Colonel Knox, U.S. Navy Secretary, 
stated at a Press conference to-day 
that there was ‘‘ no question ” but that 
recent developments in the Far Kast, 
including the Japanese censorship, 
meant new military movements in the 
Far East.—(Reuter.) 

‘1 look for movement out there— 
and very soon,” Colonel Knox said. 
He declined, however, to discuss the 
possible direction of such a move, say- 
ing: '' No one can tell at this point 
whether it will go north or south.” 


AN AGREEMENT? 


The Japanese Embassy here stated 
to-day that it had received a report, 
which lacked official confirmation, that 
Japan and France had reached an 
agreement on Indo-China. 


After a thirty minutes’ meeting with

told. the Press that he hoped the feel-

stood that Admiral Nomura discussed 
the Far East situation, especially Indo- 
China; but he declined to make any 
observations on that question, merely 
saying that he had ‘approached the 
subject from our side.” 


JAPS LEAVE AFRICA

CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 


All Japanese private residents in 
South Africa, except three, are to be 
evacuated to Japan this week. Japanese 
diplomatic and consular staffs are to 
remain in the Union; but all their 
families are returning to Japan. The 
Japanese liner Manila Maru (9,486 
tons) is being held back here to take 
the evacuees on board. All Japanese 
businesses have already closed down, 
or will do so before the end of the 
week.

WARSHIPS MOVE

Japanese warships and troop trans- 
ports have been moving south. the 
chief of the Intelligence Department of 
the Chinese Army stated here to-day.

NO ULTIMATUM 


From REUTER's$ CORRESPONDENT, 
VICHY, Wednesday. 


A semi-official announcement on the 
Franco-Japanese talks here to-night 
contains no reference to the reported 
Japanese ultimatum. 

It says:—‘‘ The Franco-Japanese 
conversations begun in the two recent 
visits paid to Admiral Darlan by the 


Japanese Ambassador, Mr. Somatsu 
Kato, are continutng by the inter- 
wediary of the Japanese drplomatic 


representative at Vichy. At the same 
time Admiral Decoux, Governor-General 
of Indo-China, has several times re- 
ceived Major-(ieneral Sumita, head of 
the Japanese Mission. These changes 
of view are taking place within the 
framework of the agreements concluded 
a year ago between France and Japan.” 

After saying that the agreement of 
August, 1940, recognises that Japan 
has the rights due to the nation most 
interested in the maintenance of order 
in the Far East. The Vichy message 
continues :—'' The Japanese are of the 
opinion that the events reported in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Indo-China 
constitute a threat to this order, of 


which they are the defenders. © French 
political observers are of th: opinion 
that in these circumstances the 


Japanese request to take certain mea- 
sures may be taken into considera- 
tion as long as the rights of France 
in Indo-China are not encroached 
upon, and al] guarantees concerning 
her sovereignty are given her.”

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EXTERNAL TRADE 
IMPORTS HALVED 


The total imports for the year ended 
30th June were valued at £2,254,150 
compared with the year ended 30th 
June, 1940, when the figure was 
£4,758.228 That. is, they have fallen 
by more than half. 

Exports for the same period were 
valued at £2,230.277. as against 
£2,652.864 in June, 1940. 

In the month of June last vear the 
value of live animals exported was 
estimated at £884,758, while in June 
of this year it fell to £20,192. . 

The total trade for the month of 
June was £4,464.427, which was the 
lowest of any month of the previous 
twelve, with the exception of February 
last when it was £4,061 560.

Cigarettes for His 


Customers Only 
H AVE tobacconists the right 


to refuse the sale of 
cigarettes and tobacco to per- 
sons who are not regular cus- 
tomers? The question is raised 
by an incident which occurred 
yesterday in a Dublin suburban 


tobacconists. 

A man entered and asked for 
cigarettes. On being informed that 
they were reserved for regular cus- 


tomers, he left the shop, threatening 
to call in a Guard, Interviewed later, 


the girl assistant said that the pro- 
prietor had put up numerous «notices 
stating that no one who was not a 


regular customer could he supplied. 
An Irish Times reporter, investigat- 

ing the point, found that opinions differ 

sharply as to the legal position. A 


well-known barrister give it ag his 
opinion that the tobacconist is, by the 
implied terms of his licence, obliged to 
supply all persons who tender cash. 
This implication apparently lies out- 
side the terms of the licence, because 


an actual licence, examined, proved to 
bear nothing which could be construed 
as a condition governing the shop- 
keeper's obligation to sell. 

The police hold all opposite VIEW ta) 
that of the barrister. Officials of two 
citv stations stated emphatically that— 
as laid down in eivil taw—a shopkeeper 
is entitled to refuse to supply any cus- 
tomer at any time. 

A spirit of compromise was sug- 
gested ae tobaccomist shop 
manageress, who said that a customer 
was bound to be supplied on request 
with anv goods openly displayed on 
the shelves. The distinction here is 
that a shopkeeper who wishes to con- 
venience old customers may _ hide 
cigarettes under the couuter and state 
that he is out of stocks. Other shop- 
keepers confirmed this view, and so 
did yet another eminent barrister, who 
said that the matter appeared to be 


one of contract law—if a vendor ex- 
poses an article for sale, and a pur- 
chaser tenders the appropriate price for 
such article, then the vendor is bound 
to sell it to him.

AT THE “IRISH 
OAKS” 


HOW TRANSPORT WAS 
ACHIEVED 


A LL keen racegoers made a point 


of attending the Curragh 
yesterday if it were. possible, 
when the famous Irish Oaks was the 
principal event. 

Transport to the course was the 
main concern of all those who “made 
their way out, for, with the shortage 
of petrol and curtailment of railway 
services, difficulties had been antici- 
pated. SEA á 

A number of people from Dublin left 
the city at an early hour-and spent 
the dav at the Curragh, and those who 
had never done this before liked the 
experience, for it enabled them to walk 
the course before luncheon, and, 1nci- 
dentally, to pick up quite a lot of 
useful information “before the real 
crowds arrived. 

At least two more trains, however, 
ran later in the day, and these, con- 
trary to expectations, were not over- 
crowded, and ran direct to the race- 
course station; so the racing popula- 
tion was well served by the railway 
company. 

Although the car-park was not by 
any means crowded, nevertheless petrol 
was available for quite a considerable 
number of cars. No doubt many, people 
hoard their supply for occasions such 
as these, and in many cases they 
arrange parties to fill up their cars 
before leaving town. 

Traps and bicycles, of course, 
brought hundreds of local people to the 
course, and on the way home weary 
pedestrians threaded their way through 
the traffic on the narrow country roads. 
The attendance was smaller than 
usual, which was, of course, under- 
standable, for there were no cross- 
Channel visitors, and very few from 
the North of Ireland. In fact, this 
famous meeting had all the atmosphere 
of the usual weekly meetings near 
Dublin. for there were very few 
unfamiliar faces in the crowd. 


AN IDEAL DAY 


It was successful, however, from the 
sporting point of view, and for those 
who came out in no hopes of financial 
gain, hut merely to enjoy themselves. 
Conditions were ideal, and the course 
was looking its most attractive, with 
the mountains Iving dim and blue in 
the distance. The racing was good, 
and, although Uvira’s winning of the 
Oaks was a foregone conclusion, the 
other events gave backers plenty to 
think about.

ASSISTANCE BENEFITS

working, which would secure” to 
workers the maximum benefits. 


Arrangements had to be made so as to 
ensure that henefits would be pavable 
to workers for the recurring days of 
unemployment.

(hb) three-day periods of employment 
alternating with three-day periods 
of unemployment, and 

(c) anv three or more days of unem- 
ployment in a week of six con- 
secutive days alternating with as 
many as twenty weeks’ employ- 
ment. 


EXTENDED PERIOD 


Briefly this means that unemploy- 
ment benefit or unemployment assist- 
ance will be payable for any three or 
more days of unemployment whatever 
the order of their occurrence, in any 
period of six consecutive days. Under 
the existing legislation no payment can 
be made for the first six days of unem- 
ployment occurring after a period of 
employment exceeding six weeks. As 
a result of the Emergency Powers 
Orders the period of six weeks has been 
extended to twenty weeks, so that after 
the Orders have come into force a 
‘uniting week.” which under present 
conditions would recur after a break of 
more than six weeks in a period of 
unemployment cannot recur until a 
break of more than twenty weeks has 
taken place. 

The Minister feels that the elasticity 
in short-time arrangements thus made 
possible will leave employers free to 
secure a _ rationing of employment 
suited to the needs of the industry and 
the best interests of the workers during 
the present difficult times. The 
Minister has arranged that his local 
officers will give every assistance to 
employers, and that the normal proce- 
dure for the payment of henefits will 
be relaxed so as to cause the minimum 
of inconvenience. 


GERMAN CITIES 
AGAIN BOMBED 
THE Royal Air Force flew 


over the Rhineland again 
on Tuesday night and attacked 
Frankfurt and Mannheim, while 
other raids were made on the 
docks at Dunkirk, Rotterdam 
and Ostend. 


Yesterday morning, during a search 
of the coast of France, British air- 
craft sank a coastal vessel and bombed 
an area near St. Omer. The British 
Air Ministry, describing this raid last 
night, stated :— 

‘‘ Blenheim aircraft of Bomber Com- 


mand were out this morning and 
again this afternoon searching for 
enemy shipping off the coast of France 


and the Low Countries. One coastal 
vessel was sunk and another damaged. 

“Other Blenheims, escorted by a 
strong force of fighters, hombed objec- 
tives near St. Omer early this morn- 
ing. Our fighters encountered a num- 
her of enemy fighters and destroyed 
five of them. Our losses in all these 
operations were five bombers and five 
fighters. 

“The pilot of one of the fighters 
is safe.” 


RHINELANI CITIES 
BOMBED 


A British official communiqué last 
night, describing Tuesday night's raid

‘Flying through severe thunder- 
storms, aircraft of Bomber Command 
continued the attack on enemy indus- 
tries in the Rhineland on Tuesday 
night.

Cahir Healy. a former member of the 
House with whon, he was on friendly 
terms. Mr. .Healy was a _ perfervid 
Irishman and a Republican. 

Colonel Ross (C., Londonderry), in- 
tervening, said he thought evervone in 
the North of Ireland was “ery sorry 
that Mr. Cahir Healy, an honest Re- 
pubhean. should have been arrested, 
and there must have been good grounds 
for it It was not done at the wish of 
the people of Northern Ireland. It 
was done by the Home Secretary on his 
responsibility, and it was perfectly 
obvious that Mr. Healy's arrest gave 
him in the circles in which he moved 
a great, access of popularity. That. he 
thought, was clear to anvone who knew 
Ireland. The arrest was not in the 
nature of any political weapon, and he 
did not think anyone in Northern Ire- 
land would support such a thing. It 
was done on information received bv 
the Home Secretary to support such 
action. 


“ POLITICAL ARREST ” 


Mr. Maxton said he was not assuming

that it was done by the Northern 
Ireland Government, but he believed 
that Mr. Healy was arrested, not 


because he was any menice to the war 
effort, but because of his views on Irish 
politics. That was all wrong. He 
doubted whether Colonel Ross would 
make any strenuous efforts for the 
liberation of Mr. Healy. 

Colonel Ross—That is not my 
function, and the Scotch have always 


done better than the Irish in such 
matters. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Maxton—I always envied the 


way in which the North of Ireland ends 
up an election with so many in jail, 
and comes to an honourable agreement 
that an equal number should be liberated 
on both sides. That was a Northern 
Ireland institution. (Laughter.) At ail 
events, in the case of Mr. Healy there 
should not be a long delay before his 
case was heard before the Advisory 
Committee. 

Mr. Mander (L., Wolverhampton, E.) 
said that, in regard to the case of Mr. 
Cahir Healy, there were those in 
Northern Ireland who were alarmed and 
disturbed by his arrest. It would be 
helpful if the Home Secretary could 
give an assurance that this arrest was 
the result of facts brought to his know- 
ledgs by his agent which he had investi- 
gated himself, and not because he was 
asked to do this by the Government 
of Northern Ireland or anything of that 
kind.

GERMANS ADVANCE ON KIEV 


AND LENINGRAD FRONTS 


RUSSIANS HOLD POSITIONS IN 
SMOLENSK SECTOR 


HERE are some indications that the Russians are making 
slight withdrawals on the Leningrad and Kiev fronts, but 

that around Smolensk, in the central sector, which the Russians 
still claim to hold, unbroken opposition is checking the German

Battles have developed in the north near Petrozavodsk, 200 
miles north-west of Leningrad, where the Germans are attack- 
ing in strength, while the other arm of their pincer threat to the 
city is still held up south of Lake Peipus. 


In the battle for the Western Ukraine fighting continues at 
Zhitomir, 85 miles west of Kiev, having swung from Novograd- 
Volynsk, the fate of which town has not been disclosed. 


Fifteen German ‘planes were shot down over Moscow on 


Wednesday morning, in the second prolonged raid.

Russians said that little damage was done. 


The Soviet communiqué this morning said that stubborn 
battles were waged yesterday in the dir-ctions of Polotsk, Nevel, 
Smolensk, Zhitomir and the Bessarabian sector of the front. 


SECOND FIVE-HOUR RAID 


Moscow was attacked by 150 aircraft. 
Night fighters and fierce anti-aircraft 
barrage prevented the main forces of 
the raiders reaching the capital. 
isolated planes broke through. 
military targets were damaged. but a 
hospital and nursing home suffered 
heavily hy fire, and there were ‘‘ some 
dozens of dead and wounded.’’ 

For the night in succession 
the raid lasted over five hours. Berlin 
declared that military installations in 
Moscow had again been bombed and 
that '' further serious devastation was 
caused bv hits of heavy and very 
heavy calibre bombs and by large 
quantities of incendiaries.” 

“ Fires started on the previous 
night were still burning,” the German 
communiqué added. 


ODESSA RAIDED 


German bombers raided Odessa, the 
Soviet Black Sea port, on Tuesday, 
causing fires in the western part of 
the town and at fuel depots at the 
harbour. said the German Radio.

Dublin’s Managers 


When the Minister for Local Government, 
last week, announced the Government’s 
decision to put the County Management 
Act into force before the holding of local 
authority elections, we described his state- 
ment as “a welcome sign of grace.” On 
the same occasion we took exception to his 
view that six further months must be 
allowed to lapse before Dublin in par- 
ticular. and the country generally, could 
be rescued from the conditions of malaise 
which have overtaken the whole administra- 
tion of local affairs. While Mr. Ruttledge’s 
view that many months would be required 
for the selection of managers by the 
Appointments Commission may be justi- 
fied, as the Act applies to county areas 
generally, we may venture to remind him 
that no such difficulty exists in the case 
of Dublin City and County, for which 
managers—Mr. P. J. Hernon and Mr. 
T. C. O’Mahony—already have been 
appointed under the Management Act. 
The fact that another assistant manager 
remains to be appointed seems to present 
merely nominal difficulty. If the Appoint- 
ments Commission is too busy to make 
an immediate selection, the assistant 
managers’ duties may be delegated tem- 
porarily to the present Dublin Deputy 
Manager—an officer with wide and 
experience of metropolitan 
affairs. Why, it may be asked, is there 
particular urgency in the case of Dublin 
City and County? Have not local affairs 
drifted into conditions of stalemate in 
That may be so; but the 
Count y—which 


practical 


other areas? 
Metropolitan City and 
embrace a sixth of the country’s popula- 
tion—present problems which, both in 
magnitude and complexity, may fairly be 
described as unique. If there is any doubt 
about the need of prompt and drastic 
steps to grapple effectively with the coming 
winter’s exceptional complicated demands, 
such doubts ought to be dispelled by the 
Local Government Department's decision 
to hold a series of sworn inquiries into 
the conduct of several councils and boards 
which are—nominally, at all events— 
responsible for the management of local 
affairs in the area that will come under 
the Act’s plan of unified management. 
While refraining from comment on issues 
which may be regarded as sub judice, we 
are interesied to observe that the local 
bodies whose affairs it has heen necessary 
{o investigate are those which lie outside 
the managerial areas of Dublin and Dun 
Laoghaire. If such official inquiries lead— 
as certain local representatives have sug- 
gested—to the dissolution of councils or 
boards, the Minister for Local Government 
will have two possible courses open to him, 
Kither he can follow the time-honoured 
precedent of appointing special cominis- 
sioners, or—as we hope—he can put the 
County Management Act into immediate 
force as it applies to Dublin City and 
County. 

As the Act has been held so long in 
abeyance, it may be helpful to recall a 
few of its principal provisions, and thereby 
to reinforce arguments in support of its 
immediate operation. Broadly stated, it 
extends the duties which now are dis- 
charged by the City Manager of Dublin 
and the Borough Manager of Dun 
Laoghaire to the area now adminisiered 
by the County Council and Board of 
Health, and to the affairs of the Dublin, 
Rathdown and Balrothery Boards of 
Public Assistance and of Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital. Thus, while maintain- 
ing the responsibility of the existing local 
authorities of these areas and institutions 
for a limited range of duties “ reserved ”’ 
from manageria] control—and preserving 
their full status as critical and advisory 
bodies—the Act wipes out physical and 
administrative boundary lines, which hope- 
lessly complicate and prevent the effective 
discharge of inter-dependen{ duties and 
functions. Yet, though simple and 
straightforward in principle and in its 
ultimate effects, steps which are necessary 
to bring the Act into full operation are 
by no means free from transitional diffi- 
culties. Questions such as the centralisa- 
tion or decentralisation of administrative 
and technical staffs, whether the duties 
of assistant managers should be assigned 
on a territorial or upon a functional 
basis, and many important details. of 
organisation, ought not to be decided in 
haste. Necessary redistributions of duties, 
as they must affect the official personnel 
of bodies which now are independent, may 
give rise to awkward considerations of 
status and @mour propre. To overcome 
such difficulties, considerable time, con- 
sultation, and even experiment, may be 
required. The work of ‘YTeorganisation, 
indeed, must throw special difficulties and 
duties on the already ‘heavily burdened 
shoulders of Mr. Hernon, as the City and 
County Manager. The duties, sooner or 
later, must be discharged. The difficulties, 
when once faced and surmounted, will 
simplify the whole machinery and routine 
of administration in the trying days which 
lie immediately ahead. If we might add 
a practical suggestion, it would be as 
follows: As a first step, we suggest that 
Mr. Hernon, with the assistance of the 
Deputy City Manager and _ selected 
members of his staff, shall take over the 
management of County Council and Public 
Assistance Boards at once, while—during 
the interregrum—the Borough Manager 
of Dun Laoghaire should continue to 
discharge his present duties: Thus, by 
creating the minimum of administrative 
disturbance and leaving ample time and 
opportunity to perfect a plan of per- 
manent organisation, there seems to lie 
an obvious line of least resistance. Reduced 
to its simplest terms, it presente the 


Minister with an alternative to the 


appointment of ad hoc commissioners— 
should some such step be deemed neces- 
sary; it would expedite procedure under 
the Management Act, and it would be 4 
natural approach to what Mr. Ruttledge 
seoms to have in mind about later develop-

Japan Moves 


One of the most interesting, and 
important, factors in the present war is 
the attitude of Japan. Of all the Great 
Powers, Japan probably is the most 
realistic. In spite of the enmity that was 
engendered by the Russo-Japanese war of 
thirty-five years ago, the J apanese entered 
the last Great War on the side of the 
Allies, simply and solely because they 
thought that they were backing the 
winning horse; and so they were. The 
fact that they hated the Russians, and 
that the Russians hated them, was a 
matter of minor importance. Japan was 
out to improve her position in the Far 
Fast and in the Pacific. Her statesmen 
realised that Germany would be defeated, 
and, consequently, they decided to throw 
in their lot with the Allies. with the 
result that at the Paris Peace Conference 
Japan was treated as one of the victors, 
and her position vis-a-vis the rest of the 
world was strengthened enormously. Now 
the Western Powers are at war again. 
This time Japan—again on purely cynical 
grounds—has taken the side of Great 
Britain’s enemies. She has adhered to the 
Tripartite Pact with Germany and Italy; 
and, although only a few weeks ago her 
Matsuoka, was 
reported to have kissed Comrade Stalin 


Foreign Minister, Mr. 


on the platform of Moscow railway station, 
the Japanese Government to-day is 
definitely. on the side of the “Axis” 
Powers. When, about a week ago, the 
Japanese Government was changed, in 
order to make room for a ‘stronger 
administration,’’ it became evident that 
Nippon was determined to fish in troubled 
waters and that some overt act of military 
aggression might be expected in the near 
future. There could be no question of 
intensified attacks on China, whose troops, 
with obstinate resolution, refuse to admit 
defeat. The only question was whether the 
Japanese would strike towards the North 
or towards the South—whether, in fact, 
they would throw down the military 
gauntlet to Soviet Russia or they would 
decide to occupy Indo-China. 

Tt seems that they have chosen the 
latter alternative. Full details are 
lacking; but, apparently, the Japanese 
Government has confronted France with 
demanding 


a species of ultimatum, 


facilities for naval and $ aerial bases 


in Indo-China. According to advices 
from Washington, a time limit of twenty- 
four hours has heen imposed; but, here 
again, confirmation is lacking. All that 
is certain is that the Japanese Government 
has made a démarche of some kind in 
Vichy. Marshal 


Wevgand both have declared on more than 


Pétain and General 
one occasion that France was in a position 
to defend her overseas possessions against 
outside aggression. Only vesterday, speak- 
ing at Aix-en-Provence, the old Marshal 
repeated this pledge. To what extent the 
French Government will be able to offer 
effective resistance to Japan’s demands 
remains to be seen. Admiral Darlan has 
had important conversations with Mr. 
Somatsu, the Japanese Ambassador at 
Vichy; and the rumour that an agree- 
ment has been reached between Vichy and 
Tokyo probably is premature, to say the 
least of it. On the other hand, there can 
be small doubt that the Japanese are more 
than anxious to establish themselves firmly 
in Indo-China, in order, infer alia, to 
bring their forces within easy striking 
distance of Singapore and the Dutch East 
Indies. Needless to say, the occupation 
by Japan of Indo-China, in whole or in 
part, could not be ignored by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which has vast 
interests in the Southern Pacific. Yester- 
day, also, Mr. Sumner Welles, Assistant 
Secretary of State in President Roosevelt’s 
Administration, had a long interview with 
Admiral Nomura, the Japanese envoy to 
Washington, erd public opinion in 
America has become greatly excited at 
the prospect of a Japanese move in Indo- 
China. At the moment the whole situa- 
tion is obscure; but it probably will clarify 
itself during the next few days. Japan 
is playing a dangerous game in the Far 
East; but the Americans are keeping a 
close eye on the situatioa, and it is highly 
improbable that they will be taken by 


surprise. 
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Transport for Turf 


The problem of providing sufhcient fuel 
for the country’s needs next winter is one 
of the more serious aspects of the war as 
far as Ireland is concerned. There is, of 
course, sufficient turf in the country to 
meet its requirements for many years to 
come, but this turf must be cut and trans- 
ported to the cities, and particularly to 
Dublin, where the shortage probably will 
be most severe. Sufficient turf for the 
winter conceivably can be cut, but 
whether or not it can be transported to 
the city is another matter. Up to tha 
present the two methods most in use are 
the Grand Canal barges and the railways. 
The Grand Canal barges, however, all are 
run either by steam or by petrol engine, 
so that both these methods of transport, 
while not bringing sufficient supplies of 
turf, are using a large proportion of the 
small reserve of fuel left in the country. 
It has been suggested that the Royal 
Canal—which at the present time is 
owned by the Great Southern Railways 
Company, and is maintained solely 
for the benefit of five privately-owned 
barges—should be used as an _ addi- 
tional means of transport. There is 
plenty of turf near the Royal Canal; 
as a matter of fact, the turf area begins 
about thirty miles from Dublin, and 
extends westwards all the way to Long- 
ford, and, if there were not sufficient 
quantities of turf in that area, the Royal 
Canal also opens up the turf bogs of the 
Shannon. It is suggested, too, that, since 
most of the old type of horse barges are 
now more than likely out of commission, 
fleets of wooden rafts could be built in the 
turf areas. These rafts then could be 
hauled by horses, in a sort of caravan or 
convoy arrangement, up to Dublin, where 
both the rafts and their cargoes could be 
used as fuel. ‘Actually, there seems to be 
no reason why the rafts should not be 
sent back up the canal in the same way. 
The horses would have to go back in any 
case, and there is not sufficient wood in 


Ireland—particularly in the turf sreas— 


to allow for the continued manufacture 
of rafts. It is more than likely that there 
are many disadvantages to this scheme, 
which would only be apparent to experts ; 
but, on the whole, it seems to be a 
remarkably sensible suggestion, and it is 
one of the few methods so far suggested 
whereby fuel could be obtained without 
wasting a corresponding amount of some 
more valuable fuel.

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RELATED TO MR. 
CHURCHILL 
NEW BRITISH MINISTER OF 
INFORMATION 


The appointment of Mr. Brendan Bracken 
as Minister of Information in the British 
Cabinet has aroused considerable interest in 
many parts of Ireland. 

It is not generally known that Mr. 
Bracken, who was born in Templemore, Co. 
Tipperary, and went to live at Ardvullen, 
Co. Limerick, while still an infant, 1s 
distantly related to Mr. Winston Churchill, 
the British Premier, whom he formerly served 
as Parliamentary Secretary. He received his 
early education at Belvedere College, Dublin, 
and for a short period at Mungret py 2 
Limerick, and spent the greater part of his 
teens in Australia, living with relatives at 
Sydney. In 1919, at the age of eighteen, he 
returned to this country, and went to Sed- 
burgh, whence he received an appointment 
on the teaching staff of Winchester School 
before going to London and taking up a 
political career. The Em with Mr. 
Churchill is through the Frewen family, Mrs. 
Morton Frewen, of Cork, having been aunt of 
the British Prem:er. 

He is brother of Mrs. Francis J. McDon- 
nell, Fitzwilliam square, Dublin, and his only 
brother, Mr. Peter Bracken, is serving with 
the British forces. 

His father, the late Mr. Joseph Kevin 
Bracken, who was one of the founders~ of 
the G.A.A., and its first vice-president and 
first chairman of the ‘Tipperary County 
Board, G.A.A., was a close friend of Parnell, 
and once was requested by the Irish leader 
to take up a political career. 

Since he took up politics in London, Mr. 
Bracken has had the interest of Mr. 
Churchill, for whom he did electioneering 
work prior to his own election in Paddington 
in 1929. 


MOUNT STREET CLUB 

The Rev. G. W. Turley, C.C., St. 
Andrew’s, Westland row, has joined the 
Board of Governors of the Mount Street Club 
in place of the Very Rev. William Burke, 
P.P., who was recently appointed parish 
priest of Dolphin’s Barn.

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Bare big debate on production, which 
was to have taken place.in the House 
of Commons this week, has been post- 
poned, and it is rumoured that the delay 
is due to the fact that Mr. Churchill is 
awaiting reports from different centres 
which will enable him to answer the 
charges made in a recent debate on the 
same subject. He intends to open the 
debate himself, and it is necessary that he 
shall be fully provided with all the facts 
and figures if he is to remove the dissatis- 
faction expressed in many quarters. In 
the House of Commons his speech is 
awaited with more than common interest, 
as it 1s thought that he will be able to put 
quite a different complexion on matters. 


U.S. Loan 


_ London Stock Exchange financial circles 
in the City of London generally welcome 
the announcement that the United States 
will lend Britain over £100,000,000 at 3 
per cent. interest. A point giving satis- 
faction is that the money is to be raised 
by mortgaging shares in British-owned 
companies, including insurance shares 
held in the United States, meaning that 
there will be no more forced sales of valu- 
able British assets. The placing of the 
stock as security for the loan will not 
interfere with the British control as long 
as the interest on the loan is paid. The 
amount of the loan is comparatively small, 
but it is agreed that it is a help, and that 
further financial arrangements may 
possibly follow. The bill necessary is to 
be rushed through Parliament as quickly 
as possible, and the House of Lorde will 
be asked to pass the measure in all its 
Stages in a single day. 


Tobacco Shortage 


Rationing of smokers in Britain seems 
not unlikely, since there is still a great 
shortage of tobacco and cigarettes, though 
the total quantity issued is greater tha of 
old. The tobacco control of the Board of 
Trade is considering the advisability of a 
scheme which will prevent hoarding, and 
stop people from getting more than a fair 
share of smoking material. It is not pro- 
posed to issue coupens, but to make 
retailers the judges of the proper demands 
of their customers, so that they may be 
able to regulate their own supplies from 
the wholesalers. People may have to 
register with the dealer, and the question 
then arises as to whether licensed houses 
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and hotels would come under the scheme. 
Any sensible scheme would be fairer than 
the situation at present, with the almost 
general announcement; “' No tobacco or 
cigarettes to-day.” 


Shop Girls Going 


Britain may lose its young shop girls, 
as it is suggested to-day that the many 
posts now filled by young women of 
twenty can just as well be taken by women 
of sixty. In many cases this has been 
done already, and without disadvantage to 
the business, since many of the older 
women engaged are those who have been 
in industry in early life and welcome a 
return for atime. They are quite capable 
and business-like, and show a willing dis- 
position often lacking in the younger 
person. With the call upon many thou- 
sands of young women, there will soon be 
an increased demand for the elderly, an4 
it is safe to say that it will be met, ag 
so many women are anxious to get work 
for which they are suited. 


Closing Shops 

Many people in Britain were strongly 
opposed to the decision of the Food 
Ministrv that all shopkeepers with only 
twenty-five rationed customers should be 
practically compelled to close by the 
removal of their customers to other firms 
with a larger number. The opposition 
manifested has induced the Ministry to 
change its plans, and consideration is to 
be given to the convenience of tha 
customers and the hardships of the indi- 
vidual small trader- It is only the very 
poor that know of the use these smal! 
husinesses are to them. The move would 
have brought about the closing and ruin 
of thousands of little businesses run by 
persons lacking other resources, 


Privy Council 


Mr. Lloyd George intends to be present 
at the meeting of the Privy Council when 
his son, Major Lloyd George, is sworn a 
member. There are few instances of a 
father and son, apart from Royalty, being 
members of the Council at the same time 
but these have been more common of 
recent years than of old. Mr. Ramsay, 
Macdonald and Mr. Malcolm Macdonald, 
Lord Derby and Mr. Oliver Stanley, and 
Lord Selborne and Lord Wolmer, are cases 
in point. The record is held by the Ceci!

IRELAND 
PROPOSAL TO REVISE 
PRAYER BOOK 


_ Recalling the circumstances at the last 
Synod of the Church of Ireland concerning 
the bill to secure Prayer Book revision—the 
bill was designated '“ to amend the general 
directions for public worship, and to amend 
the Rubric prefixed to the Forms of Prayer 
for the Anniversary of the Accession of the 
Sovereign—the Cork Church Record states 
that there is nothing to prevent anyone in 
the next Synod promoting a simple and 
effective bill in a House that would get due 
notice of the proposed changes. 

‘The motion,” says the Record, ‘ pro- 
posed alterations in what, for convenience 
may be called ‘ State prayers,’ and iving 
the bishops power to ‘provide and authorise 
for use an alternative form of such prayer.” 
rhe Constitution provides that the Prayer 
Book cannot be revised except by the bishops 
clergy and laity, with a two-thirds majority 
of each order. If the first clause of the 
motion only were the subject for the vote 
the phraseology could be amended and the 
details set, forth and the resolution passed 
happily, but experienced Praver Book revi- 
Sionists saw that, by voting for the motion, 
they would be voting for a revolution in the 
Constitution, which was astutely merged in 
the bill, but not mentioned in the preamble, 
and, therefore, had to reject the whole 
because of the offending part. 

‘The Jrish Times, in a bitter leading 
article, attacked those who rejected the bill” 
and only discussed the ‘ State Prayer’ portion 
of it (and did not once refer to the rea! 
cause of the rejection), and this was copied 
into other secular newspapers in such portions 
as their sub-editors thought appetising. It

CEREALS 


Moving in private members’ 
that the Dail was of the opinion that 
the prices fixed by the Government for 
cereals were insufficient and should be 
increased to afford a reasonable margin 
of profit and so encourage the expan- 
sion. of production next season, Mr. 
JAMES HUGHES (F.G., Carlow-Kil- 
dure) said. the dominant factor was that 
they must produce sufficient foodstuffs 
for the people and for stock. The state. 
ment of the Taoiseach that there had 
been only 25 per cent. increase of land 
under tillage instead of the 50 per cent. 
asked for was an admission of failure. 
If more attractive prices for oats and 
barley had been announced early in the 
season there would have been a better 
response. Any price fixation that would 
induce farmers to use their wheat as 
feeding stuffs for their own stock would 
be disastrous. There should be a reason- 
able gap between the price of wheat 
on the one hand and the price of oats 
and barley on the other. He suggested 
50s a barrel as a fair price for wheat. 
The price of barley had been more 
or less anchored to the price of wheat. 
He thought that the Minister was being 
unfair when he fixed the price of malt- 
ing barley at a sum possibly less than 
what the brewers might offer. 


Mr. G. ©. BENNETT. (F.G,, 
Limerick), seconding the motion, said 
that the prices being offered were 


relatively little higher than those ob- 
tained by the farmers for grain last 
vear in the face of vastly increased 
costs of harvesting, threshing and 
transport. 


“ MISERABLE PRICES ”

GREAT HARVEST, 
MINISTER SAYS 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, replying, said that the farmers 
of this country had done a colossal job 
by way of tillage. The wheat SS 
was going to be the biggest since 184 
and the gener] harvest would be the 
biggest ever. The farmers had entered 
on the tillage campaign as a duty and 
without any regard to such details as 
prices. He would not say that they 
were going to be taken advantage of 
because of that.

NEW COMMITTEE

agent for resale He saw no difficulty 
in one farmer selling grain to another 
providing it was for seed. That was 
outside the Order.

MISS SARAH C, 
HARRISON 
The death of Miss Sarah Cecilia 


Harrison, late of 7 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, took place yesterday. 
Miss Harrison was one of the greatest 
friends of the poor in Dublin, and her 
life was devoted to them. A member 
of the Dublin Corporation for six 
vears, about the time of the last war, 
she fought the cause of the poor con- 
stantly, and she and Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D., former Lord Mayor, were 
instrumental. in having poor relief 
extended to include the able-bodied 
unemploved. 
prominent people during the war Miss 
Harrison initiated the  plot-holding 
movement. She used a room of her 
home in St. Stephen's Green as an

poor people every week, and she 
seldom failed in her advocacy of a 


deserving case. Women's rights and

TYPHOID CARRIER 

IN MILK PREMISES 

MEATH DAIRY OWNER 
CONVICTED

NAVAN, Wednesday. 


“Tt was due to Dr. O’Higgins’s 
efficiency and professional acumen that 
the existence of a carrier was dis- 
covered and tracked down,”’ said Dis- 
trict Justice Reddin at Dunshaughlin 
on Tuesday when he fined James 
Galvin (who hails from Kerry), Mayne 
Farm, Clonee, £5 for having carried 
on the dairying business without 
being registered and for selling milk 
to which a person who he knew was 
infected or was exposed to infection 
by a disease. 

Dr. T. F. O'Higgins, T.D., County 
Medical Officer of Health, said that 
shortly after Galvin came to Meath 
he went to him because he had reason 
to believe there was a typhoid carrier 
on his premises. Galvin was ques- 
tioned about this, and he admitted 
it was true. According to Galvin his 
mother had been a carrier for years. 
He had no licence to sell milk. He 
(witness) had reason to believe the 
infection was still in Galvin’s house. 

Evidence was given that Galvin was 
refused registration of his dairy. 

Leo Lynch, an Inspector, said that 
as he believed Galvin was sending 
milk to Dublin he visited his premises 
on the 27th June, and saw a cart with 
three cans leaving the place. Witness 
followed the cart towards Dublin. 
Near Cabra the driver, Daniel Long, 
appeared to become aware that he was 
being followed by witness, On arriving 
at the level crossing the gates were 
closed, and he had to stop. He denied 
that he had milk in the cans and 
gave &4 wrong name. When the cans 
were opened they were full of milk. 
Witness next followed him to Cappagh 
and Blanchardstown. 

The defendant said his mother was 
a typhoid carrier, and that he had the 
disease himself some years ago. He 
took steps to have his mother treated 
in hospital. He appealed to the 
Minister against the refusal of a

Senator J. JOHNSTON-—-Why not 
let both sides put their points of view ? 

Mr. DE VALERA—And let the 
nation go to the devil; for that is what 
it means. The Senator may talk calmly 
about such matters, but there are a 
lot of people who would proceed from 
talk to action. If people are led to 
feel strongly about things. then they 
will act. If you are going to have one 
section putting their point of view, and 
another section putting the opposite 
point of view—each side starting to 
express its views forcibly—the result 
is that. vou have sections constantly in 
opposition in which both sides of the 
belligerents are being abused. 


SOMETHING WORSE 


If vou took the censorship off for 
one week and let everybody express 
their opinions, I assure you there would 
he something worse than the position 
we have had up to the present.

FIGURES COMPARED 


A comparison of our figures with 
those of a year ago shows our deposits 
up by £1,529,.854 and note circulation 
by £91,605—a combined total of 
£1,621,.459. Our holding of cash and 
investments has increased hy £864,434 
and £1,895.460, respectively, while 
advances and bills are down hy 
£1,145,525, and our liquid assets now 
bear the high ratio of 68.5 to our total 
liatnlities to the public. 

The increase in our deposits includes 
certain exceptional deposits which are 
of a more or less temporary nature. 
1 he fall In our advances is common to 


most banks, and must he attributed 
very largely to the difficulty of 
obtaming supplies.

t9.818,570 for the corresponding five 
months of 1940—a reduction of 
£7.5351.832. This reduction is due to 


a decrease in imports of £9,810,057 and 
a decrease in exports of £2,278,225. 
Ihe «decrease in imports reflects the 
difficulty of obtaining adequate supplies 
of raw materials, and this must have 
consequences of increasing gravity as 
time goes on for industry and employ- 
ment. 

An intensive effort is being made by 
the Government to meet the fuel short- 
age bv the production and marketing 
of turf, and the welcome increase in 
the acreage under the plough should 
be a great help in meeting the short- 
age of imported foodstuffs About 
100.000 acres of flax have been sown 
in Northern Ireland, and, given a good 
vield, the farmers should do well, as 
they are guaranteed a minimum price 
of 22s. 6d. per stone. 


HARVEST PROSPECTS 


The harvest of this vear will be one 
of the most important in the history 
of this country, and I am glad to be 
able to say that reports which have 
reached us show that the prospects 
are, on the whole, reasonably good. 

Foot-and-mouth disease has been a 
source of great loss to farmers, but | 
am verv glad to note that there has 
been a marked reduction in the number 
of cases in recent weeks, and shipments 
from Dublin have already commenced. 

You will not expect me, at a time 
such as the present, to prophesy as to 
the future; but you may rest assured 
that we will endeavour to maintain 
as best we can the earning power of 
the bank, and to take any measures 
which are open to us to offset the heavy 
burden of the additional expenditure, 
which is due entirely to causes over 
which we have little or no conirol. 

It is my duty and pleasure to express 
thanks once again to my co-directors in 
Dublin as well as to all members of 
the staff. Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Bourke 
have had a difficult year, and they have 
been fully supported by the staff in 
every way. The work of carrying on 
the business of the bank does not grow 
easier as time goes on. Indeed, each 
month produces fresh difficulties and 
problems for which solutions must be
